(By United rn * * ) 
Washington, April 10.— Spuri­ 
ous war veterans’ organizations 
preying upon the sympathies of 
the American public are to be 
driven out of existence by the 
combined forces of the justice 
and post office departments, it 
was learned here today. 
Aggressive invasion Ivy the two de­ 
partm ents in the last 
few 
months 
with the slid of commercial and ad­ 
vertising organizations have practic­ 
ally completed the chains of evidence 
necessary to fader*! prosecution.

quick cleanup campaign with many 
arrests is imminent. 
The postoffice departm ent, it was 
learned, will shortly issue a number 
of fraud orders nam ing certain of 
tile bodies as using the mails to de­ 
fraud; while the departm ent of Jus­ 
tice will ask grand Jury indictments 
of the promoters in localities where 
their offices are located .

Such a move by 
Turkey spells the end of French ascendency in the Near East and 
Britain, without doubt, would prefer American participation in 
the development of Turkish resources, which would result in split­ 
ting the control of such concessions, to the predominantly French 
activities in the Near East. 
In granting consessions to American interests, the Turkish 
government has broken the deadlock, resulting from the failure 
of France and Britain to agree upon a program, which would have 
led to a settlement of the vexed problems of the Near East, if it 
had been such as to gain the opproval of the Turkish government.
